Mr. Charles Glockner, night opera- 


tor on the C. & O. at South Portsmouth, 
had an experience last night which he 
does not care to repeat soon, 


For about a year past there has been 


screwed into the ceiling of the baggage 
room of, tho South Portsmouth depot 
an odd looking, funnel shaped arrange- 
ment of some kind. Nobody seems to 
know what it was, where it came from or 
how it got there. Employes of the 
road have indulged in considerable 
speculation as to what this strange ob- 
ject was*. 


Among those whose curiosity was 


excited was our friend Charles Glock 
ner. 
Last night, Glockner being alone 


and time hanging 'heavy on his hands 
determined to solve the mystery. So 
h.e entered tho baggage j-oom and by a 
little maneuvering succeeded in get 
ting the object detached from the ceil- 
ing. It looked like a very small tin 
horn and was'wrapped about with tin 
toil. It was-very heavy. 


Glockner^eyed the thing awhile and 


then concluded to find out what was 
in it. Thinking to experiment a little 
he lighted a match and held it to the 
smaller end of the horn.* There was a 
sizzling sound, such as usually accom- 
panies the discharge of a fire cracker, 
and then a deafening report.' The "tin 
horn" was blown into fragments, 
pieces being scattered about the room 
and some of them driven into the sides 
of the baggage room. The room was 
also filled with smoke. Mr. Glockner's 
hand was 
badly cut by pieces of 


tin. 
'He was also cut about the.face. 


- The report made by the explosion 
was sufficiently loud to arouse many 
people who live in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. Several of them got up and 
hastily rushed over to the C. & O, office 
to ascertain wfcat was the matter.
